Twiſden, and others, to whom England. is 
indebted for their curious Editions of ſome valuable Works of others. Nor ought the 
Labours of the late Mr. 756. Herne, in this way be paſſed over in Silence. For our 


own Country, the great Archbiſhop Uſer did not think his Time miſpent in forward- | 


ing into Life a Collection of antient Iriſb Epiſtles, as Sir Fames are did not only the 
Works father'd on St. Patrick, but alſo the Hiſtorical Pieces written by Spencer, Cham- 
pion, Hanmer, and Marlborough. If therefore the Authority and Example of thoſe 
learned Men do not give Countenance to the Collection now offered, the Editor muſt 
be content to ſubmit to Cenſure, and to defend himſelf only with the Integrity of his 
Intentions. It will be neceſſary nevertheleſs to give a general Account of the Wri- 
_ tings here publiſhed, and the Authors of them, that the Reader himſelf may judge 
of their weight. It will not be denied, but that contemporary Writers muſt carry the 
Higheſt Eſtimation in point of Evidence, as being Eye-witneſles of the Events ther 
relate, eſpecially if they were Men of Rank and employed in the publick Affairs of 
Princes, ſuch being the beſt Judges of the Springs and Motives of Actions. 1ft, The 


Author of the firſt of the enſuing; Pieces, Maurice Regan, was a Perſon of eſpecial 


Rank in his Country. and deſcended from Anceſtors, who once were Chieftanes of a 


conſiderable Territory, called after their Name, Hy-Regan, or O-Regan, now the Ba- 


rony of Tenehinch, in the Queen's County, ſince poſſeſſed by the O-Duns. It is probable 
that the O-Regans, or O- Riegans (for their Names are written both ways) were driven 
out of this Territory by ſome of their incroaching Neighbours; or elſe we ſhould 
' ſcarce have found our Author ſeeking Preferment in the Service of the King of Lein- 
fer, who (as it appears) placed a great Truſt in him. We find him commiſhoned 
by that Prince as Embaſſador into Wales, to ſollicit Aids for the Recovery of his King- 
dom, of the greateſt Part whereof he was diſpaſſeſſed by the Monarch of Ireland: and 
after Earl Stronglom was about laying Siege to Dublin, he was employed to ſummon 


Aſculph Mc. Tur till, then the Dani King of it, to ſurrender. We muſt not therefore 


entertain too mean an Idea of the Word Interpreter, which he modeſtly aſſumes in 
the following Treatiſe, ' valuing himſelf more upon his Learning and Knowledge of 
Languages, than upon the high Station he bore in the Court of King Dermod, which 


probably was that of Secretary. He is called literally, Latinner, by the French Fran- 
flator, which in the old Norman Dialect fignifies literally, an Interpreter, or more pro- 


perly one who underſtood the Roman Language, a Word that has been corrupted. by 
Sir Edw. Coke into Latimer. This hath given Occaſion to the Exgl;þ Tranſlator to 


retain the Word Interpreter; but without Violence it may be underſtood. to mean 8 - > 
cretary, who was antiently called Regia Mandatis, and Regia Commentariis, the firſt of __ © 


which Senſes is ſatisfied by his being employed as the King's Emballador, and the other 
by this Treatiſe, wherein he gives a ſuccinct Commentary or Regiſtry of King Der- 
mod's Actions.

Laws, had he not been impeded by the Invaſion of his Ezgh/þ Dominions under the 
Conduct of Henry Dyke of Lancaſter, by whom he was depoſed. This Treatiſe was 
written in Metre by a French Gentleman who accompanied the King in the Voyage, 
and, with the foregoing, was tranſlated into Engii Proſe by Sir Geo. Carew, lineally 
deſcended from Rob. Fitz-Stephen, one of the firſt Invaders of Ireland in the Reign of 
K. Henry II. which Sir George was conſtituted Lord Preſident of Munfler by Q. Eliza- 
beth, and for his faithful Services againſt the Rebels in Ireland was by K. James I. 
created Baron Carew of Clopton, and afterwards, - by K. Charles I. Earl of Totne/s in 
Devonſhire, and made Maſter of the Ordnance in England. Mr. Camden *- mentions 


this Nobleman with Reſpect, on account of his great Love for Antiquities, and 


for the Light he gave him into ſome of the Affairs of Ireland. But we muſt ac- 
knowledge ourſelves infinitely indebted to him, not only for the Preſervation of theſe 
two Treatiſes, and the Memoirs out of which the accurate Hiſtory called Peccata Hi- 
bernia' was compoſed, but for forty-two Volumes of Collections relating to the Affairs 
of Ireland in the Settlement thereof, after the Rebellion in Q. Elizabeib's time, in 
which the whole Country is mapped, and their. Towns and: Counties excellently de- 
ſcribed and ſet out; as we are told in a Letter from Arthur Trevor to Secretary Thur- 
loc, dated the 14th of June 1663, among the State Papers of that Secretary now pub- - 
liſhed, Theſe forty-two Volumes are in the Lambeth f Library, and four Volumes 
more of his Collections from the Originals in the Cotton Repoſitory; all which: may 
probably be hereafter peruſed, and applied to Uſe, by ſome Lover of his Country.

The Enemy attended us with fierce and fearful outcries, and Skirmiſhed often 
with us. . Aftir the King's departur, Mc. Morough, contemplating his Power, and 
his own Weaknes, being diffident of the Succeſs of this Warr, ſent after the 
Kyng, beſeching him to permit him to come in Safety unto him, being deſirous, 
as he ſaid, to ſubmit himſelf unto his Mercy, or, if he wuld not be fo pleaſid, 
to ſend ſome of his Lordes unto hym to intreate of Peace and Accord. This 
News brought much Joy into the Engliſb Camp, every Man being weary of 
Toile, ahd deſirous of Reſt. The King, by advice of his Councill, ſent the 
Erle of Glouceſter unto Mc. Morough, to charge him with his Crymes, and with 
the Damages which he had; done unto the King's Liege People, and to treat farther 
with him as he was inſtructed. The Erle, with a part of the rere Guard of the 
Army (which he commandid) departid from the King, attended with a Gaard of 
two Hundreth Lances, and a "I houſande good Archers. Among othir Gentil- 
men I was one that went with him to ſee Mc. Morough, his Behaivour, Eſtate and 
Forces, and to what iſſue the Treaty would grow unto. Between two Woodes, 
not far ſrom the Sea, Mc. Moroug b, (attendid by Multitudes of the Iriſh) deſcended 
from a Mountain, mounted upon a Horſe without a Saddle, which coſt him (as it 
was reported) four Hundi ith Cows. For in that Country they barter by Exchange, 
Horſes for Beaſts, and one Commodity for arothir, and not for reddy Money. His 
Horſe was fair, and in his deſcent from the Hill to us, he ran as ſwift as any Stagg, 
Hare, or the ſwifteſt Beaſt that 1 have ſeen. In his right Hand he bear a great 
long Dart, which he caſt from him with much dexterity. At a Woods fide his 
Men ftayed behynd him, and he met the Erle at a little Ford. He was tall of 
Stature, well compoſed, ſtrong and active. His Countenaunce fierce and cruel, 
Much Speech paſſid betwene the Erle and him, of the breach of his Faith to the 
King, of the murdering of the Erle of March, and othir the Kyngs Subjects. To 
be ſhort, this Parly produced little effect.

whatſoever committed in their whole Lives, that wuid ayd and aſſiſt the Duke, 
and aftir this Life to have Paradiſe for their Reward, Bu gs 

ThisSermon of the Archbusſhopp did ſo work in the Hearts of the giddy Peo- 
ple, as, Sir, ſaid the Meſſinger to the King, without reſpect of right or wrong; 
they follow Henry, with purpoſe to take your Goods, Caſtles and Towns, con- 
quir your Land, and to depoſe you. All Men, old, poor, young and rich ſubmit 
themſelves to him. They ſpoil and harraſs the faithful Subjects, and therfore it 
is more than time, that you were returnid unto your Realm of Englond. At 
this ſorrowful News the King was penſive, and that preſent Day, being Saturday, 
he aſſemblid his Councill to adviſe what Courſe to take; the moſt part wherof 
adviſed, that it were good for him to expedite (without any further ſtay) his return 
into Englond. The Duke of Aumarle (who poſſeſſed the Kyng's Heart) with- 
ſtood this Councill (wherof many Suſpicions of his Faith to the Kyng aroſe) Sir, 
ſaid he, make no ſuche haſte; for your Departur wee muſt firſt provide you 
Shipping to tranſport your Army. Here we have not above a hundrith ſail of all 
ſorts, which will not ſuffice ; you ſhall doe much bettir to ſend the Erle of Sali/- 
2ury before you to make heade agenſt the Duke of Lancaſter ; for the Welſh-men 
are not yet at his Obedience; they will aſſiſt the Erle. Your ſelf ſhall do well 
to march to Waterford, unto which Port we will aſſemble Shipping ſufficient to 
tranſport youre whole Army, and then there is no doubt but your Preſſence will 
be able to break and diſſolve the Duke. The Kyng, who believed in .{amarle's 
Faith and Judgment, concludid his Councill upon his Opinion; wherat the wiſir 
Sort murmured; but all was in vain, they culd not be heard, which was no ſmall

The Kyng ſent to the Erle of Salisbury, ſaying unto him, Fair Coufin, you 
muſt preſently embarque your ſelf for Englond, land in Wales, ee unto you 
ſuch Forces, as you can raiſe to reſiſt Lancaſter in his foohſh Enterpriſe. The 
Erle proteſted upon his Faith, that he wuld either effect his Commaunds, or die 
in the Performaunce of them.

But re/and has received great alterations in that particular fince Baron Finglas 
wrote, Indeed, he omits to enumerate Louth among the Counties of Leinſter, which was within 
the Engiiþ Pale, and erected by King Jobn. Yet this is not to be imputed to him as an Error in 
Underſtanding ; fince then, and even by ſome now, all the Country that lay North of the River 

was reckoned within the Province of Ufer. Why he leaves out Meath (comprehending 
both Eaff and Vet Meath) which was one of King John's old erection, is not ſo eaſy to be ac- 
counted for; unleſs, as he ſets out with a diſcourſe on old Ire/and, he treats of Meath, as a Pro- 
vince by it ſelf. Ve. Meath was not ſeparated from Meath, and made a diſtinct County by itſelf 
till the 34th of Henry VIIIth. Longford was made a County in 1565, the King's and Queen's 
Counties in the Reign of Philip and Mary, and Wicklow in the Reign of King James I. All 
theſe changes happening ſince our Author's Death, he could not take Notice of them. The ſame 
may be ſaid of the County of Clare, which he has omitted in bis Diſtribution of Mznfer; becauſe 
it was made a County long after his Death, namely in 1565, by Sir Henry Sydney ; and though it 
was antiently a Part of A unſer, and called Tuadmuin, Themond, or North- Munſter, yet, upon 
diſtributing Conaught into Shires, it was appropriated to that Province, though afterwards re:annex- 
ed to Mun ſter in 1602.

1. FT is manifeſt that this Project was drawn up by the Privy Council of 
| Treland, to be laid before the King and Council in England, as a Guide 
for the Plantation. 

2. Whoever compares the Project with the Orders and Conditions annexed, 
and with Captain Pynnarr's Survey hereafter following, will evidently fee, that the 
Project was varied from in ſeveral Particulars, and in many others purſued, 

3. Where in the Project a County is ſaid to contain a determinate Number of 
Acres, Tyrone, for Example, 98187 Engliſh Acres, it muſt not be underſtood, 
that the County of Tyrone has no more Engliſh Acres in it (and ſo of others.) 
For it is well known, that the County of 7yrone contains 387175 Lriſb Plantati- 


on Acres, which make 626959 Engliſʒ Acres. But the meaning is, that the 


County contained ſo many Acres of eſcheated profitable Land, exclufive of un- 
forfeited, and Church Lands, and alſo of Boggs, Mountains, Lakes, Woods, and 


other unprofitable Scopes.

to the Commiſſioners, having regard, that the Land be laid as near to the Towns 


as may be, 

1 ich. 1 The Parcells of Land, which ſhall be allotted to the College i in Dublin, 
and to the Free ſchools in the ſeveral Counties, are to be ſet out and diſtinguiſhed 
by Mears and Bounds, to the end the ſame may be accordingly paſſed by ſeveral 
grants from us. The Commiſſioners likewiſe are to ſet out the Quantity of three 
great Proportions lying together in the County of Armagh to be allotted to the 
{aid College of Dublin, and ſix thouſand Acres to be taken out of the Lands o- 
mitted in the laſt Survey (if ſo much ſhall be found) theſe to be only of our 
Land, and not of the Church Land. 

12th. That there be ſet out and reſerved twelve thouſand Acres, either out of 
the Proportions, or otherwiſe out of the Lands omitted in the Survey, in ſuch 
Counties and Places, as to our Deputy and Commiſſioners ſhall be thought meet, 
the ſame tobe diſpoſed by us for the Endowment of an Hoſpital to be erected for 
' maimed and diſeaſed Soldiers, in fuch Place and Manner, as we ſhall hereafter 
appoint. 

"Ig. The Commiſſioners ſhall by the Authority given them hear and deter- 
mine all Titles and Controverſies by finall Order and Decree, that ſhall be brought 
before them, concerning any Lands and Poſſeſſions (the Church Lands only ex- 
cepted) which nevertheleſs they ſhall have alſo Power to Order and Decree (as a- 


foreſaid) ſo it be done with the Conſent of the Lord Deputy, the Archbuſhopp of 


Dutlin, and the now Buſhopp of Derry. They ſhall alſo compound for Titles be- 
tween us and our Subjects, and between Party and P 
14th. And whereas Complaint is made, that the ſcites of ſome Cathedral 
Churches, the Places of the Reſidence of the Buſhopps, Deans, Chapters, Digni- 
taries, and Prebends in Ulfer, be paſſed away to Divers in Fee- Farm by Letters 
Patent under pretence of Monaſtery Lands, to the great Detriment of thoſe 
Churches, the Commiſſioners ſhall have Authority to examine the ſame, and fin- 
ding the Information true,to conſider of ſome courſe to be taken for Reſtitution to 
be made to the Churches from whence, they were formerly taken. with ſuch Con- 
ſideration to thoſe that now hold them, as ſtandeth with eq 2. to the 
Circumſtances conſiderable. And further we are pleaſed, that the eſcheated 
out of which the Buſhopps have had heretofore rent, certainty of Refections, or 
Penſions, ſhould be eſteemed Eccleſiaſtical, and be annexed to the ſeveral Seas 
whereunto they did pay the ſame, whereof the Commiſſioners are to take particu- 
lar notice, and to ſee the ſame effected accordingly. 

15th. You our Deputy ſhall cauſe our Judges and learned Counſel to ſetdown 
our Titles to the ſeveral Lands lately eſcheated in Liter, to ſee the Records to be 
perfitted, and to take care that they may be ſafely preſerved and kept Secret, and 
to tranſmit the Caſes hether under the Hands of our Judges and learned 
Counſel. | 

16th. All Acts Orders and Decrees reſolyed *thers to be recorded into two 
Books, the one to remain there in ſome Court I, and the other to be 
tranſmitted to our Counſel here. 

17th. It is alſo to be conſidered what Portions are fit to by allotted to the Mo- 
ther of the late Earl of Tyrconnel, the Mother of Mac-Gwir, Katherine Butler, 
the late Widow of Mulmorie O-Rely, and ſuch others as claim Jointures ; and 
that the Commiſſioners do (if they — cauſe) allow the ſame unto them d 
their Lives, and the Reverſion to 29 Natives, with Condition that they obſerve 
the Articles of the Plantation, as other Undertakers do, or otherwiſe to aſſign 
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Orders and Conditions for the Plauters of Ulſter. 

18th. The River Fiſhings in Loughs and Rivers are ta be allotted unto the Pro- 
portions next adjoining unto the Loughs and Rivers, wherein the ſaid Fiſhings are, 
the one Moiety to the Proportion lying on the one Side of the River or Lough, 
and the other Moiety to the Proportion lying on the other Side, unleſs by ne- 
ceſſity or inconveniency it ſhall be found fitting to be allotted to the one Side; 
for which Fiſhing ſome increaſe of Rent is to be referved unto us, as to. the Com- 
miſſioners ſhall be thought fit. 

That return be made of their proceedings and doings by Virtue of this 
Commiſſion and Inſtructions before Hallow-maſs next, that we may have conve- 
nent Time to reſolve thereupon this Winter, and to ſignify our Pleaſure againſt

Have in the Book before written ſet down all the Particulars I find of the State 
1 of the Plantation of his Majeſty's eſcheated Lands in Uljter now to ſtand. 

And, Firſt, it appears by the Particulars, that in the Hrittiſb Families within men- 
tioned, there ate 6215 Bodies of Men; but I may preſume further to certify part- 


ly by obſerving ehe Habitation of theſe Lands, and partly by conferring with ſome 


ties of Ardmagh, Tyrone, Donagall, Fermanagh, Cavan, and London-Der 


( 


of Knowledge among them, that upon Occaſion, there may be found in thoſe 


| Lands at leaſt 8000 Men of Brittiſh Birth and Diſcent, to do his Majeſty Service 


for defence thereof, though the fourth Part of the Land is not fully inhabited. 
Secondly, It appears by the Particulars, that there are now built within the Coun- 
„ 10 
Caſtles with Bawnes, 19 Caſtles without Bawnes, 42 Bawnes without Caſtles u 
Houſes, 1897 Dwelling Houſes of Stone and Timber, after the Engliſb manner in 
Townreeds, beſides yery many ſuch Houſes in ſeveral parts which I ſaw not; and yer 
there is great want of Buildings upon theſe Lands, both for Townreeds and other- 
wiſe : And 1 may ſay, that the abode and continuance of thoſe Inhabitants upon 
the Lands is not yet made certain, although I have ſeenthe Deeds made unto them. 
My Reaſon is, that many of the Enghſb Tenants do not yet plough upon the 
Lands, neither uſe Husbandrie ; becauſe, I conceive they are fearful to ſtock them- 
ſelves with Cattle or Servants for thoſe Labours. Neither do the Jiſb uſe Tillage 3 
fer that they are alſo uncertain of their ſtay upon the Lands; ſa that, by this means, 


3 [the Irifþ ploughing nothing, do uſe greaſing, the Engliſþ very little, and were it 


not for the Scottiſp Tenants, which do plough in many places of the Country, 
thoſe Parts may ſtarve; by Reaſon whereof the Brittiſb, who are forced to take 


[their Lands at great Rates, do he at the greater Rents, paid unto them by the 1ri/þ 


=" Tenants, who do greaſe their Land; and if the /ri/þ be put away with their Cattle, 


the Brittiſh muſt either forſake their Dwellings, or endure great Diſtreſs on the 
ſuddain. V et the Cohabitation of the Trib is dangerous to them, by robbing them, 
and otherwiſe. I obſerve the greateſt number of ri do dwell upon the Lands 

granted to the City of London; which happeneth, as I take it, two ways, Firſt, 
There are five of the Proportions aſſigned to the ſeveral Companies, which are not 
yet eſtated to any Man, but are in the Hands of Agents; who finding the 1r:þ 
more profitable than the Britt;fp Tenants, are unwilling to draw on the Britiſh, 


| perſwading the Company, that the Lands are Mountainous and unprofitable, not 


regarding the future Security of the whole. Secondly, The other ſeven of the Pro- 


portions are leaſed to ſeveral Perſons for 61 Years, and the Leſſees do affirm, that 


they are not bound to plant Engliſb, but may plant with what People they pleaſe ; 
neither is the City of London bound to do it by their Patents from his Majeſty, as 
they ſay ; and by theſe two Actions, the Brittiſb that now are there, who have 
many of them built Houſes at their own Charges, have no Eſtates made unto them, 
which is ſuch Diſcouragement unto them, as they are minded to depart the Land; 
and without better Settlement will ſeek elſewhere, wherein it is very fit, the ( ity 
have Direction to take a preſent Courſe, that they may receive their aſſurances; and

Y continual Zeal to your Majeſty's Service ſollicites me not to be idle at any 
time in the Work committed to my Charge, and being no Orator, I have 
made bold (according to my Breeding) to diſcover my ſelf and the Truth 
in Writing. Wherefore, in this Book I have collected the whole Proceeding of the 
London Plantation in the North of Ireland, with every particular, fince the firſt Un- 
dertaking therein, and have made bold to preſent the ſame to your Majeſty's moſt: 
gracious View, to the End, their Abuſes appearing unreaſonable, I may not only 
cl-ar my ſelf of their unjuſt Aſperſions, reporting my zealous Pains in your Majeſ- 
ty's Service to be a wrongful and cauſeleſs Proſecution of mine own; but likewiſe 
evidently ſhew your great Loſſes ſuſtained in the preſent Danger of that your King- 
dom incurred by their avatitious Miſcarriage in this their Undertaking, converting 
the pious Care of his late Majeſty (of bleſſed Memory) and his Truſt repoſed in 
their Promiſes for the publick Good, to their peculiar and private Commodity. 
That wiſe and gracious King, taking into his Care and princely Conſideration the 


treeſtoring and future Settlement of that defaced Kingdom, lately torn in Pieces with 


a long and miſerable War, to the Effu ſion of much Exgliſʒ Blood, and waſting of 
an unſpeakable Maſs of Treaſure, and taking timely Occaſion to perform the Work 
of that Care by the Advantage given him in the fugacy of the Rebells Tirone and 
Tyrconnell, he reſolved upon the preſent Plantation of Ufer with Brittiſb; that 
Country having heretofore been the Nurſery of all Rebellion in that Kingdom: And 
conceiving that the Ability of particular and private Undertakers would not be ſuf- 
ficient to anſwer and fortify ſo great a Work, he was pleaſed to invite the City of 
London to undertake a principal Part thereof. . =

Neither was this Undertaking preſſed upon them (as they unjuſtly alledge) but 


faily..moved,.as a Matter tending: to their preſent Honour, and future Commodity, 


nor did they haſtily aſſent, but after long and deliberate Councel amongſt themſelves, 
four Agents were by them employed with me, to diſcover whether the Profits would 
anſwer the Report or no; who returning, gave them Aſſurance, that all things were 
better than were propounded, or promiſed. Whereupon they undertook. the Ser- 
vice with great Alacrity and Contentment. | 

Nevertheleſs. to the defrauding of that good King's Expectation, and the Hazard 
of that Kingdom, it is manifeſt; they have willfully failed in every particular ; 
which his Majeſty finding out in the Year 1613. commanded a Survey to be made, 
upon return whereof, the Committees for the City were convented before him, and 
ſharply rebuked for their Miſcarriage; and upon their Allegation, that they had diſ- 


{ burled 25,000 J. which his Majeſty (by the Survey) found falſe, there having not 


halt ſo much been ſpent in the Work, his Majeſty publickly proteſted, that though 
they would be decerved, he would not; and therefore expected a preſent Amend- 
ment, and to encourage them the better he intimated thus much in a long and 
learned Speech then made unto them. * That when his Enemies. ſhould hear, 
that the famous City of London had a Footing therein, they would be terri- 
© fied from looking into Frelapd (as his Majeſty expreſſed it) the Back-door to Eng- 
* land and Scotland, where by reaſon of the many good Harbours unfortifyed and 
*© unguarded an Enemy might make an eaſy Entrance, and in few Hours over-run 
a great Part of his Dominions.““ 

I hus they neglected for their private Prof,t ſake the planting of Religion and 
Civility (the Seeds of Peace and Plenty) which his Majeſty eſpecially ſought to ſow 
for God's Service, and the Safety of the Country, ſo as what his Majeſty intended 
ſhould have been a Terror to his Enemies for looking into-that Kingdom, is now 
become a Bait to invite them thither, where the chief Tenants and Inhabitants, being 


| Iriſh, are prepared to entertain them. 


This Abuſe by not planting with Britziſþ they would have avoided by a falſe Al- 
legation, that they declared in Writing, tney did abſolutely refuſe to undertake, un- 
leſs they might be freed from the ſame ; and thereupon (as they ſaid) other Articles 
were drawn between the Lords, on his Majeſty's behalf, and themſelves, which never 
were, nor can be produced, nor was there any Treaty tending thereunto. For 
it is moſt unlikely, that his Majeſty would give the City of London the Country, 
and part with ſo great a Revenue for their Profit only, and leave his own careful 
Ends for the Safety of that Kingdom unperformed ; but ſo ſhameleſs are they, as 
to ſuggeſt any-untruths to colour or excuſe their Miſdeeds. | 

The great and extraordinary Care of his Majeſty is to be ſeen in the Poſtſcript of 
his Letter written with his own Hand to the Lord Deputy of Ireland here in this 
Book inſerted, whereof the Words are theſe, My Lord, in this Service [ ex 
chat Zeal and Uprightneſs from you, that you will ſpare no Fleſh, Engliſb nor 
** Scotch: for no private Man's Worth is able to counterballance the perpetual Safety 
** of a Kingdom, which, this Plantation being well effected, will procure.** Which 
Words, as they expreſs his Majeſty's Purpoſe plainly, ſo do they as plainly diſprove 
their falſe Allegations. Some are likewiſe- not aſhamed to fay, that it is unlikely 
that the Spaniard, who is the moſt powerful and only to be feared Enemy in this 
particular, will ever be engaged ſo far Northward. In anſwer whereof. I crave 
leave to relate to your Majeſty a Speech of Tirone's, uttered to me and many others 
after his return from Rebellion. That if the War had continued, and his Sub- 
** miſſion not been accepted, he had contracted with the Spaniard to fortify two or 
three Places in the North, which are not only ſtrong by Nature, but where his 
* Allies and Friends of the Scottiſh Iſlands ſhould and might with eaſe relieve and 
** ſupply them at all times, and from whence they might make their acceſs into 
Scotland and fortify there alſo.“ | | FRE 
If this had been done by the Spaniard, I refer to all that are judicious, how dif- 
ficult it had been to have expelled them again; how far differeth the Caſe of Danger. 
now by our Plantation in the North, when in all the ſux eſcheated Counties, there are 


not 
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not many above ſix Thouſand Brittif Bodies, and moſt of them unarmed, untrained, 


and unapt for Service: And the Natives, who dayly watch for the return of their 


young Lords (as they term them) Tirone and Tyrconnelt, and the reſt now in the 
Spam Army, promiſing themſelves a Re-poſſeſſion of their Country, are at leaſt 
four times ſo many. | 

© Thelamentable Caſe of Munſter, yet freſh in our Memory, after the Black Water 
overthrow, when as the Engliſb Plantation, almoſt as good as this, was in a Moment 
deſtroyed by a handful of Rebells, gives Cauſe to fear the like in Uſer ; ſo ready 
are the Iriſh to attempt, having either a ſtrong Party amongſt themſelves, or hopes 
oſ a foreign Succour, their preſent Difcontentmerit being no leſs than at any time 
heretofore, if not greater. | 

This Danger his Sacred Majeſty hoped to prevent by bringing this potent City to 
be partaker in the Hazard, which, as all Men had Reaton to believe, both by the 
greatneſs of their Purſe, and in a Caſe ſo much tending to their Honour, would have 
fully anſwered his Expectation. 

But when it appeared unto me (then Governour of the County, and truſted by his 
Majeſty to obſerve their Proceedings) that they intended nothing leſs than the Per- 
formance of what his Majeſty expected and they promiſed, I could do no leſs in 
mine own Duty, and diſcharge of my Prince's Truſt, than inform their Abuſes, 
which continued for many Years, and for ſeven Years paſt 1 have done nothing 
but ſolicited the redreſs : But how far my painful Endeavours in ſo long time, waſting 
my Eſtate therein, and grown decripd thereby, hath prevailed, the ſmall Succeſs doth 
manifeſt. Albeit his late Majeſty, and your Royal ſelf, have by many ſpecial Direc- 
tions ordered as much as was neceſſary; but ſo great is their averſneſs to the Service 


(I will not fay ſupported by the greatneſs of their Purſes) as I yet labour in-vain, tho? 


their Servants and Tenants have bragged, that their Maſters will ſpend an hundred 
thouſand Pounds before I ſhall have my Will, which they muſt needs know is the 
only good of your Majeſty's Service in the ſafety and defence of that Kingdom; and 
to grace their own Cauſe, and diſgrace me, they give out themſelves here, that they 
let me run on to try me. This ſcornſul Demeanour, indeed unmannerly, ſince it re- 
lates to your Majeſty's Service, appeared fully at the Execution of your Majeſty's 
laſt Commiſſion, by their ſinging Songs, and preparing a Play to deride it, which 
they called Much adoe about Nothing. Theſe Scorns (howſoever they may pretend) 
were aimed only at me, yet cannot chuſe but reflect on your Majeſty's Will and 
Authority, to which I am and ever will be an humble and diligent Servant, only 
aiming at your Majeſty's Good, and no ways buſie (as they term me) beyond your 
Majeſty's Will; andit appears, that for theſe ſpacious goodly Territories, rich Cuſtoms 
and Fiſhings, for all which they pay to your Majeſty but 205 J. 17 5. per Annum 
granted by his late Majeſty, that much was expected from them; and it likebiſe 
manifeſtly appeareth, that at the time they took it, they intended to abuſe him, and 
the Service; otherwiſe they would not have omitted the principal Point thereof, which 
concerned the Safety of the Country, the fundamental Ground being theavoiding 
of Natives, and planting wholly with Hritiiſpo: But they finding the Natives willing 
to over-give, rather than remove, and that they could-not reap halt the Profit by 
the Britiiſß which they do by the 1-5, whom they uſe at their Pleaſure, never 
looking into the Reaions which induced the Natives to give more than indeed they 
could well raiſe, their aſſured hope, that time might by Rebellion relieve them of 
their heavy Landlords, whom in the mean time they were contented to ſuffer under, 
though to their utter impoveriſhing and undoing, rather than not have a Footing to 
entertain their expected Lords, as is already noted. «haben | 
So/as the Coveteouſneſs of the Londoners, meeting with the rebellious Hopes of the 
Iriſh, has bred the Danger, which his prudent Majeſty ſought to avoid; nor can the 
. Londoners alledge want of Brittiſh, for many came thither at their own Charge, and 
were by them (for the Reaſons expreſſed) refuſed. A SG" | 
After they had ſettled to themſelves this ſo dangerous Profit, they grew weary 


of me, their Superintendent, becauſe I would not run their irregular Courſes, altho” 


formerly they had been humble Suitorsto the Lords of your Majeſty's Privy Coun- 
' cit of England for my continuance ; WW N Lordſhips accordingly ſpecially re-

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commended to the Lord Deputy of Ireland: But when the Lord Deputy required 
me to have a ſpecial Care of that my Government, and expected, that through my

Directions; then they began to oppoſe, not only me, but the Deputy, as by 
many particulars ſhall be proved, inſiſting (as it ſeems) upon the greatneſs of the 
City, and by their ſiniſter and head{trong Courſes, reſiſting all neceſſary things, which 
I, with thoſe Knights, Captains, and Gentlemen there reſiding, ſought for the Coun- 
try's Good to eſtabliſh, notwithſtanding the now Lord Deputy's Approbation of 
fuch Rules and O: ders, as I had conceived for the better Government of that Coun- 
try, and confirmed by the liking of the Juſtices of the Peace, and chief Inhabitants 
there, ſought to blemiſh and detract from their Worth and Sufficiencie, derogating 
from their Profit which they much prefer before the Common-Wealth. 

And whereas they pretend, that the Charge of this Plantation could not have been 
borne, nor undertaken, but by them ; it apprareth, that for'the freedom of Rents, 
benefit of Fiſhings, Cuſtoms, and other Profits and Revenues, remitted by his late 
Majcity for the ſpace of the firſt ſeven Years, the Britiiſb would have performed 
all the Plantation with a marvellous great Advantage and Revenue to your Majeſty 
after that time for ever. 


I ſhould be too tedious to your Majeſty, if 1 ſhould here ſet down half the Shifts 


and Devices this refractory People have uſed to advance their Profit, and abuſe your 


Service, only their latter Actions I have made bold to mention. 


It may appear by the 23 Articles ſet down by the Lords Committees, and con- 


' firmed by your Royal Father for the Security of the Kingdom, to be preſently put 
in Execution, what ſhould have been forwarded, for defraying of which Charge, the 
Lords of your Majeſty's Privy Council gave Order the 2d of September 1625 for 
the Sequeſtration of their Rents : But through the diſobedience of their Agents and 
Farmers they could not be received for ſupply of the Service, but they received it. 
all themſelves, ſave ten Pounds ; and, not therewith content, proceeded after by way 
of Petitions, and falſe Suggeſtions, which had no colour of Truth, in ſuch Sort, as 
the 3 iſt of July 1627 they got the ſaid Sequeſtration q uite diſſolved. 

After, ſuch was your Majeſty's Princely Care, as to give Orders the 3d of May 
1623 for a new Sequeſtration, to be diſpoſed as formerly; but they ſecretly and 
underhand, drew 4 number of People, ſome their Tenants, ſome Youths, and 
other vagrant Perſons, as if they had been all Tenants, to Petition in a ſcandalous 
manner againſt me, making a falſe hew of much Loſs and Inconveniency ſuſtained 
by their going thithcr, and planting there; when indeed, ſuch as were their Servants, 
jare by that means, from poor and broken Perſons, become Maſters of good and 
plentiful Eſtates, nevertheleſs, theſe countecrfeited Clamours procured ſuch Commiſe- 
ſeration here, as the Sequeſtration was again diſſolved, which they not a little triumph 
at, and your Majeſty's Service feels in a high meaſure, whereby the Defects re- 
main as they did, and no Reformation had. 

To difcourage ſuch as might inform the Truth of their Abuſes, it was given out 
at publick Aſſizes, that your Majeſty had remitted all their Treſpaſſes, and revoked 
your Commiſſion ; ſo as thoſe, that were before moſt deſirous of Reformation, now 
ſtand terrified from delivering their Knowledge, leſt the Londoners hereafter ſhould 
proſecute Revenge againſt them, as they now do againſt all ſuch as I have employed 
in your Majeſty's Service, impriſoning ſome, and forceing others to come over 
hither to ſeek Relief, whom if your Majeſty. will not be graciouſly pleaſed to pro- 
rect, they will be undone, and forced to forſake the Country. 

The Londoners (amongſt other Slanders they caſt upon me) do report I am an 
Impediment to the building of the Church at Derry, a thing principally appointed 
by his Majeſty, which I have been fo far from, as for nineteen Years together, I 
could not draw them to do any thing therein, till about two Years laſt paſt, the 
Earl of Totnes preſſing them thereunto, they have ngw.unwillingly- began to build it, 
it being not likely, that they who intended to Merchandiſe the County only, would 


ever be willing to build Churches ; and they appear more ſenfible of that Charge, 
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than of all others, affirming that four Years Revenue will not huild it, where- 
as one Year's Revenue of that which comes to the Chamber of London will perform 
it, without taking any thing from the twelve Companies, who receive from their 
Farmers as good as 2190 l. per Ann. and moreover they unjuſtly charge me, that had 
it not been for me, as was delivered in your Majeſty's Preſence, they haddisburſed 16007. 
more than they have done; which how likely it is your Majeſty may conceive, by 
that which I formerly related, and how I have been dealt with for my Endeavours 
herein in your abſence, when in your Preſence I have not eſcaped blame, 


They who were never willing to pay the Workmen whom they employed, whom 


a they kept forty Weeks together without means, in which time, the poor Men were 
ready to ſtarve, and many of them were forced to run away, who otherwiſe would 
have ſtaid and planted there, to the Comfort of the Engliſb, will not be forward to 
build Churches, or other Works of Charity, as appears in their performing the 
Bridge of Goleraine, where, for want of a Bridge, People are continually drowned ; 
and now of late, twenty two Perſons at one time. And altho* the two thouſand 
Acres enjoyed by them only in lieu of that Work is worth 400/. per Annum, yet 
in regard of the great Profit ariſing by the Ferry, they are intent to enjoy both Land 
and Ferry, and neglect the building of the Bridge ſo much deſired by the whole 

Country, and of no leſs Importance to your Majeſty's Service both in the ready 
Paſſage of all Affairs, and the Preſervation of your poor Subjects; which un- 
chriſtian like neglects I wonder they do not likewiſe lay upon me as well as the 
building Derry Church, which (as is mentioned) they would never have gone about, 
but thro? the Earle of 7 otnes, now deceaſed, his earneſt preſſing, whoſe Death, I muſt 
needs ſay, proves no ſmall hindrance to your Majeſty*s Service; for whilſt he lived, 
he took it highly to Heart, and (as he profeſſed) ſtrengthened me to his uttermoſt, 
finding me to bear the ſame Reſolution to your Majeſty's Service, that the noble 
Marſhal D' Aumont (under whom I ſerved in the Wars of France) did to his Maſter, 


King Henry IV. when his Friends miſtaking his exceſſive Bounty to ſuch as well 


deſeryed in the Wars under his Command, and perſuading him to a more ſparing 
Courſe to his Poſterity, his Anſwer was, I care not, ſo I ſerve my Maſter well, whilſt 
T live : And he manifeſted no leſs at his Death, when there was not ſo much found,

as would defray his funeral Charges. L | | 
By this Earl of Totnes 1 was well encouraged, ; yet by others I was as much diſ- 


countenanced, and ſome there be, who have told me to my Face, the Buſineſs I 
undertook was noi feizable : But in as great Difficulties (I thank God) I have made 
through, though with the hazard of my Life, which I will never ſpare in your Ma-

After all the Devices the Londoners have uſed hitherto to keep your Majeſty 


from the true Knowledge of their Abuſes, I am now credibly informed, that to gain 
longer time, in hope to weary me out by Death, they have a purpoſe to procure from 
your Majeſty, a new Commiſſion in their behalf, to examine what is already ex- 
amined, and done more in their Favour than was requiſite, as Sir Fohn Bingley, be- 
ing a Commiſſioner, can teſtify, who having looked throughly into the whole ſtate 
ot the Buſineſs can certify your Majeſty of the Truth of my Relations, and had not 
he in your Majeſty's behalf held the reſt to the due Proceedings, the return had been 
worſe ; yet there is ſufficient to diſcover how groſly you are deceived, and how ſub- 
e ct they now are to your Majeſty's Will and Pleaſure, .

But your Majeſty's greateſt loſs conſiſts in the filling of the Country with 1riſþ, at 


whoſe Mercy the few Engiifh lie; for they may at their Pleaſure ſurprize their Houſes, 
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| cut their Throats, and poſſeſs their Arms, and had ſo done, had I not happily diſ- 
covered a Combination of the ableſt and moſt dangerous Gentlemen of the North, to 
have burnt and deſtroyed their whole Plantation, Towns and Country : And thereupon 

| the gth of April 1615 they were apprehended, and I ſent them to the Lord Deputy, 
whom his Lordſhip after Examination ſent to receive their Tryal at Derry Aſſizes, 
where ſix of them were executed, being Tirone's near Kinſmen. The ſame Plot was 
then diſcovered by Mr. Trumball, his Majeſty's Agent in Bruſſels, and certified into 
England. | | 

Three Commiſſioners from your Royal Father, for the redreſs of their Abuſes, 
have been proſecuted at the great charge of his Majeſty, but all have returned with- 
out ſucceſs, and the Service nothing at all advanced by them; and this laſt Commiſſi- 
on, which at my humble ſuite, it pleaſed your Majeſty to grant me, hath been exe- 
cured at my own Charge. Wherein for the better and more effectual Execution 
thereof, I likewiſe offered to bear the Commiſſioners Charges, and is now returned, 

which will ſuficiently diſcover the Defects of the Plantation, and the Londoner's de- 
faults, and I am confident that, with your Majeſty's gracious Favour, it will bring 
forth Fruits worthy your Majeſty's royal Acceptation, much to the Contentment of 
my poor ſelf, in being the Author and Solicitor of ſo great a Service to your Majeſty. 

But leaſt 1 ſhould be too tedious, I omit much I could declare of the Londoner*s 
abuſes in this particular, of which (among many other Points) the Preamble to their 
Charter will more fully and palpably convince them; and I muſt needs ſay that many 
worthy Citizens heve for the Honour of the City and advancement of this Plantation, 
wiſhed an upright Carriage of this Deſign ; but theſe Men, having little or no Hand 
in the managing of the ſame, could do no more than wiſh well, for the whole Truſt 
is laid upon Men over much inclined to their Agents; who for piecing up their own 
particular Profits, care not how they ſubvert both King and Country's Good. 

And ] that have freely ſpent my Time, Strength and Eſtate, in the Proſecution of 
this Service, as formerly my Blood in recovering of the Country, have thereby gain- 
ed the hatred both of the Londoners and Natives, which, in regard of my Duty, and 
the diſcharge of the Truſt repoſed in me, I weigh little, as humbly hoping and re- 
lying on your Majeſty*s gracious Protection from them and their Malice. 

And yet not to be found ungrateful, I ingenuouſly confeſs, that Sir Richard Weſton, 
then Chancellor of the Exchequer, and now Lord Treafurer (well knowing my great 
and long Expences, and alſo how much my careful and faithful Endeavours con- 
duced to the Proſperity of your Majeſty*s Service) very nobly, in the time of the laſt 

great Viſitation, ſupported and relieved me out of his own Purſe. FLEE): 

I have in another place humbly made bold to preſent to your Majeſty certain Plots 
cf Fortifications, which, if it may ſtand with your Majeſty's royal Approbation and 

- Pleaſure, I think are fit to be erected for the ſafety of thoſe Parts without your Ma- 
jeſty's Charge, and ſo become the Safeguard of your Kingdom and Revenue; for 
Forts built and held in convenient places not only give Impediment to an Enemy's 
Progreſſion in an Invaſion, but ſometimes proves the recovery almoſt loſt, as in m 
own Knowledge fell out in the Civil Wars of France, by fortifying the Caſtle of Aun- 
giers, formerly ruined and abandoned, done by the Advice of Monfieur De Piſy, a 
private follower of the Duke De Joieuſe, which after by the ſtrength thereof ſecured 
both Town and Province to King Henry III. and King Henry IV. No leſs good Hope 
did the City of Tours afford to King Henry III. when being chaſed by the Duke De 
Mayne, he ſecured himſelf by the ſtrength thereof, till he was reſcued by the King of 

E Navarr, otherwiſe he had been left in the Hands of the League, being abandoned by 

| | his own Party. Many more Examples Icould produce, but I fear that I have been too

May your Majeſty be therefore graciouſly pleaſed to caſt your Princely Eye upon 
the important and material things contained inthis Book, which I make no doubt but 
the worth and ſafety of ſo excellent a Kingdom will invite you to. That therein, ſeein 
your own apparent Wrongs, you will pleaſe to he no longer deluded by the coveteouſ- 

neſs and deceit of your London Plantations, but conſequently reſolve to proceed to a

being a Member and Preſident of a Society, intended for the advancement

foregoing Collections, and this Eſſay under your Protection and Patronage; well 
knowing that your Countenance will Screen them from unreaſonable Inſults, (the 


common practiſe of the leſs intelligent part of Mankind) and thereby Occaſion, 
that what- ever light Errors may be found in them will be paſſed over with as light 


Cenſures. But this, my Lorp, is not the only Motive to the preſent Addreſs. 


Your love of a Country, into which Providence has caft your Lott, evidenced by your 
daily care in collecting (at no ſmall expence) many ſcattered remains of the Hiſtory 
and Antiquities of it, which otherwiſe would run the hazard of ſinking into Obli- 
vion, muſt endear you to all true Lovers of it, and to one in particular, who de- 
dicates his few mites of Knowledge to the Publick Service. : | 

It is not, my Lox, for your Information that l commit theſe few hints to the 
view of the World, your Knowledge in the Circle of antient and modern Learning 
being too extenſive to ſtand in need of ſuch helps; but it is through you, and by your 
Countenance, that I hope to excite others to conſider a Subject, which hitherto has 
been little attended to, and which ſtands in need of much Reformation. 

When we read among the Antients, (a) that Ireland is a Nation of Savages, and 
< ſcarce habitable for Cold; that () the People of it live upon human Fleſh, of 
ec whichthey Devour vaſtQuantities, and look upon it as honourable and lawfull to eat 
<< up the Bodies of their dead Parents, and to Uſe an undiſguiſed and promiſcuous 
<< Copulation, not onlywith other Women, but with their Mothers and Siſters. What 


Native is there of this Country, who can think otherwiſe than with Abhorrence 


of their Progenitors ? But when we find moſt of theſe Fables gravely handed down 
to the preſent Times, with many Additions to the heap ; when we ſee in modern

Lok, can refrain from a juſt Indignation ? What Forreigner would be ſo hardy to 
put his Foot into an Iſland thus deſcribed? The Riches of a Country confiſt in the 
Numbers of its Inhabitants 5 which ſuch Characteriſticks can by no means 
tend to Increaſe. For a Stranger would as foon ſettle at the Cape of 
Good Hope among the Hottentots, before the European Colonies got footing there, as 
in a Country branded with ſuch Infamy. But you know, my Lox, that theſe are 
groundleſs Aſperſions, and the reſult of Ignorance or Malice. The Nobility and 
Gentry of this Kingdom are as Polite, well-bred, and Humane, as thoſe of other 
Nations j the Merchants and Traders as. juſt and honeſt in their Dealings, and the 
bolk of the People not inferior to the Populace elſewhere. | Doubtlefs Exceptions 
may de pointed Gut to theſe general Allegations 3 and what Country is free from 
ſuch Exceptions ? 

Many intelligent Men have thought, that the adjuſting the Hiſtory of Treland to 

a good Frame, the ſhewing the antient and modern State of it in true and proper 
Colours, together with the ſeveral Revolutions in property, Religion, and Govern- 
ment, would tend not only to the honour, but to the real Emolument of ti. : King- 
dumm. For when Forteigners are thoroughly informed of the Ornaments and na- 
tural Advantages of this Country, the fertility of the Soil, the healthineſs of the 
Air, its navigable Rivers ſtored with Fiſh, large and ſafe Harbours, the neighbour- 
hood of the Sea for the Benefit of exerciſing Traffick, and all things neceſſary for the 
ſupport of Life, but above all, the ſecurity of property by mild and equitable Laws, 
and a juſt and equal Diſtribution thereof, it would tempt many of them to fly from 
the ſeveral Arbitrary Governments under which they Groan (where they can call 
nothing properly their own, but what their Prince pleaſes) to this Land of Liberty, 
between which, and their own countrythe contraſte could not but be wonderfullypleaſing. 
This, my Lon, would add real Strength and Riches to a Country not yet fully reco- 
vered from the Deſtruction and Deſolation of Rebellions and civil Wars; and more 
eſpecially, if the Terms for naturalizing forreign Proteſtants were made more eaſy 
than our preſent Conſtitution admits of, The Exgliſb are indebted to Forreigners- 
both for their Woollen and Silken Manufactures ; the former in the Perſons of the 
Walloons, who fled from the cruel Perſecutions of the Duke D' Alva, and were 
hoſpitably, as well as politickly, received by the Wiſdom of Queen Elizabeth, and 
her Miniftry ; the latter by the Revocation of the Edict of Nants: when Lewis the 
XIV. ſet his Dragoons looſe on his Proteſtant Subjects, and drove Multitudes of 
them into Exgland, where they met with ſuch a charitable Reception as is ſcarce to 
be paralelled in Hiſtory. They both amply rewarded their Benefactors by ſpeading 
and diffuſing thoſe beneficial Branches of Trade through the Nation, which chey 
now enjoy Even to Envy. | = 

The Phyſico-Hiſtorical Society was erected with a view of removing thoſe groſs 
Miſteprefentations, which have been handed down from early Ages concerning this 
County, and are yet continued. They have, in Proportion to their narrow Fund, 
made ſome advurces towards the general end deſigned in che Inſtitution, by: publiſh-

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be properly ſaid, that the firſt of theſe County 4 was the reſult of the 
Labours of the Society ; becauſe it came abroad ſome ſhort time before the Society 
had an actual exiſtence. © But then, it was compiled and ſet out by ſome Gentle- 
men, who were the firſt Members of the Society, and with a view to its Inſtitution, 
which in a few Days after took Effect, and has ſince been laudably carried on. The 
large extended County of Cork, being near the eighth part of the Kingdom, accord- 
ing to Sir Milliam Petty's (e) Opinion, but in truth about the eleventh, is now un- 
der Survey by the ſame Gentleman, who obliged the Publick with the Deſcription 
of the County of /aterford, an iniimenſe Taſk, which yer will probably be finiſhed 
againſt next Winter, The antient and preſent State of the City of Dublin, Eccle- 
faftical and Civil, as alfo of the County of Dublin, are under the care of two Gentle- 
men, who hope to put the laſt Hand to it before the end of the enſuiig Year z and 

the ſame tay be ſaid of the natural Hiſtory of the County of Dublin, which is 
Undertaker by another Member of the Society, whoſe abilities in natural Knowledge is 
well known.

As Auxiliary to the views of the Society, and in order to point out the Defects 
under which the general Hiſtory of Ireland at preſent Labours, as well as to pro- 
poſe Remedies for the Improvement thereof, one of the meaneſt of their Members 
takes the Liberty of prefenting this Effay to your Lordſhip, hoping for a candid 
Reception, not only from you, my Loxp, but from all the Body over whom.

' Romane conditor arcis, If therefore the certain Original of fo great a People ſhould 
remain unfixed, it can be no matter of ſurpriſe if doubrs ſhould ariſe concerning the 
beginnings of more obſcure Nations. Hiſtorians therefore, who talk variouſly 
on ſuch Subjects, are not juſtly to be taxed with Ignorance or Folly ; ſince it is 
Antiquity, and the Unfaithfulneſs of oral Tradition, that have created. the Error, 
and left nothing clear for Poſterity to depend upon: Titus Livius /) makes ſome 
fort of an Apology for all ſuch writings, and imputes them * to the Embelliſh- 
* ments of Poetical Fables, and not to the incorrupted Monuments of affairs, from 
«© whence Hiſtory ought to be drawn“, and therefore he adds, that it was not 
his Intention either to affirm or diſprove ſuch things; for that Indulgence was 
4 due to Antiquity, which by mixing divine and hHutane things together, ſought 
< to render the Original of Citys more Auguſt and Venerable Whatever weight

Hunebald, a Monk, and a trifling Writer of the dark Ages forged Francus, a Trojan, 
the Son of Priam, as the Founder of the French Name and Nation; and in Imitation 
of him, Geoffry, Archdeacon of Monmouth, in the twelfth Century gratified the Bri- 
tains with their Founder, Brutus, whom he makes a Trgan-by deſcent, the Son of 
Silvins, Granchild to Aſcanius, and great Grandchild to eas, a Prince of Troy; 
whoſe Mother was Venus, and conſequently himſelf deſcended from Fove; This 
Nation alſo, my Lorp, has its Geoffery, ſurnamed Keating, who really ſhoots in a 
longer Bow than his name ſake, the Archdeacon of Monmouth; Ireland was colo- 
nized at various Times, not to Mention the Adventurers who came hither before 
the -Flood. As other Hiſtorians had exhauſted the vanquiſhed Trojans in ſeeking 
for Authors of their reſpective Nations, our Geoffery ſhifts the Scene, and brings his 
Heroes from the Conquerors, and the midſt of Greece, I muſt be underſtood, my 
Lokb, to mean thoſe Colonies, who firſt ſettled kingly Government in this land, 
namely, the Belgians, and Danonians, commonly called Firbolgs and 1 uathdedanans; 
though indeed he brings the more early Colonies under Partbolan and Nemeid 
from the ſame Country, but all of them in a period antecedent to the Deſtruction 
of Trey. This very remote Antiquity, boaſted of by the Ir; Hiſtorians, though 
juſtly called in queſtion by others, hath occafioned Mr. Camden (h), with a modeſt 
doubt, uſual with that great Man, to call Ireland the Ogygia of Plutarch, the Word 
ſignifying very Antient z for ſays he, they begin their Hiſtories from the high- 
e eſt Antiquity ; ſo that other Nations are but modern, and as it were in their In- 
fancy, in compariſon of theirs.“ Others (i) have propagated the ſame Notion ; and 
Mr. Roderick O Flaherty from thence takes Occaſion to intitle his Chronological 
Treatiſe of Treland, Ogygia. | 
The laſt Colony that ſettled in Ireland before the Engliſb Invaſion was that of 
the Milgſians, who arrived theie (according to the Jriſb Hiſtorians) in the Year of 
the World 2934, one thouſand and fifteen Years before our Bleſſed Saviour appea- 
red in the Fleſh. This Colony had their firſt Settlements in Scythia, as Mr. Keating 
(+) alledges, from whence that Author conducts them into Egyp/, from Egypt 
through various Countries into Spain, and from therice after along ſeries of Time 
into Ireland. Whoever reads the very particular Account he gives of the Travels 
and Voyages of theſe Adventurers, cannot judge otherwiſe, than that he ſerved 
them for a Pilot. He Marries alſo Niul, the Head of the Scythian Wanderers, to 
Scota Daughter to Pharaoh King of Egypt, to whom he has given the ſurname of 
Cingeris, from which Scota Ireland in after Times took the Name of Scotia, and the 


People of it were denominated Scots, But he is not over confident of this, and 


therefore, to make things ſure, he marries Milęſius, who was the eighteenth or nine- 
reenth in Deſcent from Niul, to another Lady Scota, Daughter to Pharaoh, King 
of Egypt, whom he Surnames Ne#onabus, and from her deduces the Names of 
Stotia and Scots. 

This quick ſighted Age, my Lord, hath grown aſhamed of ſuch Impoſtures; 
and ſince the French have rejected their Francus, as a Counterfeit, and that the force 
of Truth hath at length prevailed againſt Brutus, Danus, Brabo, and all the reſt of 
thoſe mock Princes, let us, in the name of Goodneſs, give up our Scota, and be 
content with more probable Reaſons why our Country was called Scotia and the 
People of it Sots, of which ſome Account may be ſeen in the Antiquities of Ire- 
land (I). 7 | | | 

To be involuntarily bewildred, my Lord, in a ſtrange Country, ſurrounded withimper- 
vious Fogs, and without any friendly Guide to direct ones Steps, is not very unaccoun- 
table; but it is unaccountable that any Man in his Senſes ſhould venture to explore 
ſuch hidden Paths, ſuch unpaſſable Regions of Darkneſs. Should we inquire into 
the Cauſe of ſuch a Conduct, it is to be feared it would in ſome Meaſure center in 
Vanity and ſelf Love, a Pleaſure of having advanced ſomething new, that no body 
before ever thought of, which muſt end nevertheleſs in Confuſion and Shame to the 
Authors; inſomuch that one may venture to apply the ſaying of Boethius (1), Pu-

It would be ſomething excuſable, my Lord, to have the very remote Origin of 
Nations in ſuch a manner treated; becauſe the infinite diſtance renders the Gbject 
imperceptible ; but to continue the Folly downwards into Ages of more Light and 
Learning can bear no Apology ; and yet this has been done by Mr. Keating, and 
others, Who have written the antient Hiſtory of Ireland down to the Enghſb Period. 
It is eaſier to gueſs at, than to aſcertain the Reaſons of ſuch a Conduct; and yet I 
fancy {beſides the Vanity before hinted) one other Cauſe may be aſſigned, which I 
ſhall ſubmit to your Lordſhip's clearer Judgment, and it ſeems to me to be this. 
Ihe chief Pillars, upon which the antient Hiſtory of Ireland is founded, are the 
Sonnets or Ballads of the Bards or Poets, called in Iriſb, Fileh, as much as to ſay; 
Philoſophers, the ,Word being applicable to both Senſes ; and the Poets were called 
Fileh, or Philoſophers, on the ſcore of their great Learning, and experience in the 
Liberal Arts. Maximus Tyrius (m), the Platonick Philoſopher; who flouriſhed in 
the Reign of Marcus Aurelius, has made this Diſtinction above fifteen hundred 
Years ago: * Thefe People (ſays he, talking of the antient Poets) in reality Philo- 
„ ſophers, though nominally Poets; have reduced their Practiſes to ſuch a degree of 
& Skill and Art, as wonderfully to tickle and allure the People. For ſo (proceeds 
« he a little after) Phyſicians mingle their wholſom Medicines with ſome pleaſant 
Vehicle, that the Patient ſhould not be nauſeated by the bitterneſs of the Taſte. In 
<< the ſame manner are we to think of theſe antient Philoſophers, who by cloathing 
& their Sentences in the Dreſs of Fiction, and the magnificent Decorations and Or- 
<*< naments of Poetry, as it were with a Garment, firſt found the way of captivating 
tand alluring the Minds of the Antients, and by diſguiſing the irkſomneſs of me- 
- *© thodical Diſcipline ſubdued and civilized their Minds to Learning and Inſtruction. 
& Nor is there any room to doubt, whether the Philoſophers or Poets have with bet- 
<< ter Succeſs treated on divine Subjects. Rather let us ſay, that they have united 
& their Forces in a joint League to the ſame end; infomuch that we may in truth 
& affirm; that their Endeavours have not been different, but rather the fame. For 
| *. when you mention a Philoſopher; you underſtand a Poet, and when you ſay a 
e Poet you mean by the Word a Philoſopher.“ Almoſt to the ſame Purpoſe ſpeaks 
Natalis Comes (u), a Mythologiſt of the ſixteenth Century. The wiſe Man (ſays 
& he, that is the Philoſopher) was altogether the ſame as the antient kind of Poets, 
* not like thoſe of our times, who think, that all the Art and Conduct of Poetry 
_ & conſiſts in the meaſure of Words, and the adjuſtment of Feet; nor were they 
e ſuch as blabbed out. what ever came uppermoſt, to flatter Princes for the ſake of a 
_ © Preſent : But the Compoſitions of the antient Poets were looked upon as the moſt 
| © ſacred Laws; and often when Cities or Communities had Quarrels or Contenti- 
ons among themſelves, they had recourſe to the Verſes of ſome Poet; as if it were 
e to the Sentence of ſome grave Judge.“ "3 
Theſe, my Lord, are the Sentiments of the Platoniſts and Mythologiſts concer- 
ning the antient Poets; and we ſhould find upon a ftrift Review, that our Hiſtorians 
did not differ from the cited Authorities in their Opinions of theſe particulars. Won- 
derful things are told of Orpheus, Linus, Steſichorus, and other famed Names of 
Antiquity. in remote Parts; and no leſs celebrated is our Hiarbnell- Faidbe, i. e. the 
Prophet (a Poet and Prophet ſignifying the ſame thing) who arrived here with the 
 Nemedian Colony in the Year of the World 2029 ; to whom 10 be added Amergin, 
Brother to Heber and Heremon, the Heads and Conductors of the Mileffan Adven- 
turers in the Year of the World 2934, who is repreſented by the Hiſtorians (o) of 
Ireland in a very amiable light, as a Judge, a Prophet, a Poet, a Philoſopher, and 
in ſnort, a Man excellently accompliſhed in all branches of Science. There are no 
"* iy hi Accounts remaining, whether theſe antient Poets, Foreign or Domeſtick,

any thing in Writing behind them; and it is probable they did not. But let us at- 
tend, my Lord, to what a very knowing and judicious Writer, Sir William Tem- 


(en Ditett XXIX. % 1h beg. 8 O, pe, Ib. VII. Cap. 13. (6) O p. 163. 
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p p), has advanced upon this Subject. Poetty (ſays he) is generally agreed to 
*© have been the firſt ſort of Writing in the World, and, in ſeveral Nations, to have 
* preceded the Invention or uſage of Letters. This laſt is certain in America, 
c where the firlt Spaniards met with many ſtrains of Poetry, and lett ſeveral of them 
ce tranſlated into their Language, which ſeemed to have flowed from a true poerick 
Vein, before any Letters were known in theſe Regions. The ſame is probable of 
the Scythians, the Grecians, and the Germans. Ariſtotle ſays, the Agathyrſs had 
their Laws all in Verſe, and Tacitus, that the Germans had no Annals nor Re- 
cords but what were ſo ; and for the Grecian Oracles delivered in them, we have 
no certain Account when they began, but rather reaſon to believe, it was before 
the Introduction of Letters from Phænicia among them. Pliny tells it as a thing 
known, that Phe ecides was the firſt who writ Proſe in the Greet Tongue, and 
that he lived about the time of Cyras ; whereas Homer and Heſiod lived ſome hun- 
dred of Years before that Age; and Orpheus, Linus and Muſeus, ſome hundreds 
betore them: And of the $y#ils, ſeveral were before any of thoſe, and in Times 
as well as Places, whereof we have no clear Records now remaining. What So- 
len and Pythagoras writ is ſaid to have been in Verſe, who were ſomething older 
than Cyrus, and before them were Archilochus, Simonides, Tyrteus, Sapbo, Steſi- 
cheris, and ſeveral other Poets famous in their times. The fame thing is re- 
ported of Chaldza, Syria, and China. Among the antient Weſtern Goths (our 
Anceſtors) the Runick Poetry ſeems to have been as old as their Letters; and 
their Laws, their Precepts of Wiſdom, as well as their Records, their Religi- 
ous Rites, as well as their Charms and Incantations, to have been all in Verſe.““ 
The ſame thi: gs may with equal Probability be affirmed of the antient Ir; , and we 
are taught by Mr. O-Flaberty (q), that from the time of Amergin before men- 
tioned to the Reign of Conquovar Mac-Neſſan, who mounted the Throne of Ulſter 
in the Yeer of the World 3937, comprehending a Period of upwards of a thouſand 
Years, the Poets had the ſole Power of delivering Laws to the People, and pro- 
nounced their. Judgments in Verſe, Laws being not yet committed to Writing. 
Theſe Poetical Decrees were called Judicia Cæleſtia; Heavenly Decrees ; becaul 
they were ſuppoſed by the Antients to have been written by Inſpiration from Apollo, or 
the Sun, eſteemed among them the God of Learning in general, but more particu- . 
larly of Muſick and Poetry; the Mythology of which Fable ſeems to mean no 
more than this, namely (r), “that a certain noble and vital heat of temper, but 
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_ «eſpecially of the Brain, is the true ſpring of Poetry. This was that Cæleſtial Fire, 


<* which gave ſuch a pleaſing motion and Agitation to the Minds of thoſe Men, that 
have been ſo much admired in the World, that raiſes ſuch infinite Images of 
things ſo agreeable and delightful to mankind. By the influence of this Sun are 
produced thoſe golden and inexhauſted Mines of Invention, which have furniſhed 
the World with Treaſures ſo highly efteemed, and fo univerſally known and 
uſed in all the Regions that have yet been diſcovered. From this ariſes that Ele- 
vation of Genius, which can never be produced by any Art or Study, by Pains 
or by Induſtry, which cannot be taught by Precepts or Examples ; and there- 
fore is agreed by all to be the pure and free gift of Heaven or of Nature, and to 
ebe a Fire kindled out of ſome hidden Spark of the very firſt Conception.“ 
Theſe Judicia Czleftia, or divine Decrees, are compared (/) to the Dita Sapi- 
entum of the Grecians. Poetry is known to be a wonderful Help to Memory, not only 
by the pleaſure of Meaſures and of Sounds, which make a deep Impreſſion on it, but 
by the methodical arrangment of Feet, which affords a great facility of tracing one 
Word after another, by obſerving what ſort of Foot or Quantity muſt ' neceſſarily 
have preceded or followed the Words we retain and deſire to make out. From 
theſe helps to Memory, it is no wonder, my Lord, that ſeveral pieces of the an- 
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tient Jriſþ Poetry have been preſerved to after Ages, which many have employed 


themſelves in collecting from time to time.

Eſſay on the Improvement of the Hiſtory of Ireland. 


The ſtrains, the colouring, and metaphorical Parables and flights of Poetical Com- 
ſitions are known to every Body; and theſe, my Lord, I preſume to think have 
e-nthe Cauſe of introducing ſo much Fable into the antient 7 Hiſtory, I may ſay, 
mto the antient Hiſtory of all Nations, which Livy, in the Paſſage: before cited, 
barely hints at. Our antient Hiſtory is drawn from the pvetical Decorations of the 


Bards, the chief Poſſeſſors and Propagators of traditional Knowledge in the early 


Ages. Injudicicus Hiſtorians have taken the Raptures and . Flights - of thoſe 
Poets for genuine Truths, who intended nothing more thereby than Embelliſnment 
and Decoration; whereas, if ſuch Flights were Mythologically conſidered, it is pre- 
ſumed an obvious moral Senſe may be drawn from moſt of them. I have conſi- 
dered the antient [ri Hiſtory in this Light, and I will give your Lordſhip two 
Inſtances, among a Thouſand, to confirm what 1 advance, which I ſubmit to your 
greater. Penetration. | 

Siorlamb, i. e. the long Handed, mounted the Throne of Jreland in the Year of

So in the Year 95 of Chrift, Feradach Fathuach, or the Juſt, being advanced to 
the Throne by a popular Election, made Moran his Prime Miniſter, and adminiſtra- 
tor of Juſtice to the People, and preſented him with a wonderful Collar, called after 
him, Jadb- Moran, i. e. the incloſure of Moran, which was to ſerve as a Teſt of the 
Integrity of a Judge or Witneſs, and had this Property, that when a wicked Judge, 
who intended to pronounce an unjuſt Sentence, or a Witnels, who was about giving 


a falſe Teſtimony, had this Collar put about his Neck, that it would contract it ſelf 


and ſtop his Breath; but where the Judge or Witneſs were reſolved to act with 
Juſtice, it would dilate it ſelf and hang looſe. Moran wore this Collar with great 
Eaſe to hiniſelf, and Satisfaction to the People, during his whole Adminiſtration, 
which ended with his Life. This Fable, my Lord, was undoubtedly taken from 
ſome allegorical Expreſſions uſed by the Iriſh Poets, which Hiſtorians were idle 
enough to take in a literal Senſe. For the moral of the Story means no more, than 
that King Feredach was a ſevere executor of Juſtice, and Puniſhed with Death 
ſuch Judges and Witneſſes, who acted inſincerely, as Alpbred, King of the Saxons 
in England, long after actually did. This manner of explaining the allegorical Ex- 
preſſions to be met with in the Iriſb Poetry would, probably have purged the Hiſtory 
of Ireland from great numbers of Fables, with which it now abounds. 

Beſides the Fables founded upon the Allegories of the Poets, there are others to 


be met with frequently in the Hiſtories of Ireland, which ſeem to be the Fruits of 


fertile Invention alone, and intended to fill up Chaſms, to amuſe ignorant or credu- 
lous Readers, to delight and tickle the Ear, and relieve the tediouſneſs of dry and 
1:{Gpid Annals. Theſe, my Lord, are the Works of the dark Ages, ſucceeding that 
Barbariſm and Ignorance introduced among us by the Devaſtations of the Danes, 
who in a manner put an End to all the Learning, which flouriſhed fo highly here in 
the preceding Centuries. All that a Writer of the Hiſtory of Ireland can at this diſtant 
Period do is to ſeparate the ſound Corn from the Chaff, and retain only what carrys 


the appearance of Probability and Truth, theſe only being able to ſatisfy a reaſo- 


nable Mind. Such a Conduct, my Lord, intermixed with ſhort and pertinent Re- 
flections, adorned with the decency of aplain narrative Stile, and a due adjuſtment of 
_ Chronology, would ſet the antient Hiſtory of Ireland upon an equal Foot with that 
of any other Country, and, in my Opinion, would be uſeful as well as enter- 
Having mentioned Chrenology, your Lordſhip will indulge me in making a few 
Remarks upon the Periods obſerved by the Writers of the 1rif Hiſtory.

Chronology, like Hiſtory, conſiſts only in the ranging of particular Facts, and re- 
markable Events under certain Periods of Time, and is principally fupported by the 
Evidence of Authority, which it would be often dangerous to reject, though it is 
unable to demonſtrate it ſelf z but when Authority happens to be united to Aſtrono- 
mical Proof then the Evidence is uncontrolable. The Obſervations of the Faſti 
among the Romans, and of Holydays ſince Chriſtianity, ſerve much to ſettle a great 
number of Facts, in which Hiſtorians are not fully agreed, There are alſo arbitrary 
Epochs, which cannot with ſafety be oppoſed. The Obſervation of all theſe have 
been of great ule in the Tri Hiſtory, of which numerous Inftances might be 
given, if an Eſſay of this Nature would ſuffer one to enter minutely into Chrono- 
logical Diſcuſſions. Of all the Treatiſes of this ſort that of Mr. Roderick O-Fla- 
herty ſeems to me to be built upon the moſt ſolid Foundations, and moſt exact Rules 
of Art; and therefore, whoever undertakes to handle the antient Affairs of Ireland = 
would do well to ſtudy that Writer exactly in all his Parts, but more efpecially his 

reliminary Addreſs to Arch-deacon Lynch, and his Preface to the Reader ; wherein 

e weighs the Arguments he advances againſt other Writers in an even Ballance, 
and gives ſatisfactory Reaſons for his differing from them. I mention this Writer, 
my Lord, in Relation to his chronological Labours only; for he cannot be always 
excuſed from the vanity of lending too willing an Ear to the Fables propagated from 
Antiquity. | 

[ SS my Lord, intended to have written an antient Hiſtory of Ireland upon the 
Plan before laid down, as far as to the Acquiſitions of the Engliſb in it, and had 
actually proceeded to the Year 919, when I ſtopped ſhort, my Reſolutions being 
ſuperſeded by an Advertiſement publiſhed to the ſame End by a Gentleman (z), of 
whoſe Abilities that way I have a much better Opinion than of my own : But if I 
find that he declines the Undertaking, I ſhall, God willing, reſume my Intentions at 
ſome proper Seaſon, and prefix ſuch an antient Hiſtory to a general Hiſtory of the 
Kingdom, during the Engliſb Period. 7 | 

Thus much, my Lord, I thought proper to ſay upon the antient Hiſtory of Ireland, 
which is naturally divided into three Periods, namely, I. the Fabulous, II. the Ob- 
ſcure, III. the Enlightned or more clear. The former comprehends a fpace from 


the earlieſt accounts of time to the arrival of the Milgſians in the Year of the World 


2934, through the ſeveral Colonies of Partholan, Nemeid, the Firbolgs or Belgians, 
who firſt exerciſed Regal Government in Ireland, and the Danonians, uſually called 
Tuath-de-Danans, who were diſpoſſeſſed by the Milgſians. The ſecond Period be- 
gins with the Milgſians in the Year of the World 2934, and extends to the arrival of 
St. Patrick in the Year of Chriſt 432, containing the ſpace of 1447 Years, This 
is called the Obſcure Period, as it was enlightned but with little Learning, and the 
Hiſtory of it muſt conſequently be drawn from the traditional Sonnets of the Bards. 
The third Period may be reckoned from the arrival of St. Patrick to the Submiſſions 


made by the 1riþ Potentates to King Henry II. in 1172, containing the ſpace of 


740 Years. That Religious Miſſionary introduced the Knowledge of the Roman Li- 
terature among the People, taught them (u) the Latin Alphabet, and enabled his 
new Converts to make a conſiderable progreſs in Learning : infomuch that the Ages 
following him to the Confuſions and Devaſtations introduced by the barbarous Dares 
in the ninth Century, were conſidered as the Ages of Light and Learning, and many 
flocked to Ireland, as to thegreat Mart of Education both from among the Saxons and 
Gauls for the ſake of Study, as the venerable Bede (w), a Writer of that Period, 


informs us. Nor is there any Reaſon, my Lord, to wonder, that Ireland ſhould 


*in thoſe Ages abound with Perſons of Piety and Abilities, when Learning was 
little heeded in any other Part of Chriſtendom ; ſince the Wiſdom of Providence 


* ſows the Seeds of Religion and Learning, now in one Nation, and then in ano- 
ther, as in ſo many Beds, to the End that by every Tranſplantation a new growth 
may ſhoot up and flouriſh, to his Glory, and the good of Mankind.“ But it is 

time to ſpin off this Thread“ which is already drawn to too immoderate a length.

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ot Szer. II. We are come now, my Lord, to tread upon ſurer Ground, when to 
Hiſtorical Accounts may be united the indiſputable Evidence of Records. Perhaps 
no Nation in the World can boaſt of ſo noble a Collection of publick acts and Monu- 


ments as that begun for England by Mr. Rymer, Hiſtoriographer Royal, and con- 


tinued down by others to. the preſent times, printed in twenty Volumes in large 
Folio, under the Title of Federa, Conventiones, Literæ, &c. This Work was ſirſt 
ſet on Foot in the Year 1693 by the Command of Queen Mary; while his Ma- 
jeſty, King William, (of glorious Memory) was abroad in. Flanders. reducing the ex- 
orbitant Power of the common Enemy of Mankind, By Privy Seal dated the 
26th of Auguſt that Year her Majeſty ordered him free acceſs to ſearch and tran- 
{cribe ſuch Records as were for the Purpoſe in the Tower of London, the Rolls, the 
Augmentation Office, the e 1p the Journals of both Houſes of Parliament, 
and all other Places where Records were kept, as alſo to the Librafy at St. Fames's, 
and the Paper-Office, The next Year King William enlarged this Favour by orde- 
ring the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal to direct a Writ to the Lords Commiſſio- 
ners of the Treaſury, and to the Chamberlanes of the Exchequer, commandingthem 
to deliver to Mr. Rymer all ſuch Records relating to his Subject as he ſhould deſire. 
The Compaſs of this Undertaking was ſo extenſive, that though Mr. RKymer had 
taken in Mr. Sanderſon as an Aſliſtant, yet it proceeded by flow ſteps and the firſt 
Volume did not appear till the Year 4704; which was followed by a ſecond in 
1705, and by a third and fourth in 1706. Theſe four firſt Volumes gave ſuch a 
general Satisfaction to the Publick, that in the Year 1707, her Majeſty Q. Anne by 
Privy Seal repeated the Commands of King William and Queen Mary, and during 


her Reign fifteen Volumes came abroad, the other five being ſince acded. This 


was an Undertaking worthy the generoſity of a great Queen, and an able Miniſtry, 
who in the midſt of an expenſive War did not think much of the Charge in pro- 
moting an attempt which brought ſo great an Honour to their Country. This va- 
luable Collection hath given riſe to one of the beſt general Hiſtories that ever was 
wrote of any Country, eſpecially as far down as the Reign of King James I. The 
Name of Mb : Rapin Thoyras is too well known to need being mentioned upon this 
Occaſion. . By this Collection he was enabled to aſcertain Dates in an infinite number 
of Places, to diſcover the Miſtakes of other Writers, rectify the Contradictions a- 
mong them, and fill up many conſiderable Chaſms, which before were blanks in 
Hiſtory ; and all theſe eſtabliſhed on authentic Acts, that are too ſtubborn to admit of 
a Diſpute. Some induſtrious and honeſt Hiſterian,might one time or other ariſe, 
who would do the like Honour for Felaud under equal advantages of Collections; 
But in that Point lies the Difficulty. To ſet about making ſuch a body of Collections 
b a Task only fit for a Drudge, which a Man of Fortune will not, and a Man of 
ſmall Fortune cannot undertake; ſo that we muſt remain as we are, unleſs ſome 
Method could be planned out for removing the Difficulty, which would be a Deſign 
worthy. of a great Mind, and becoming a Man in power. . NG 


Hiſtory of Jreland ſtands, it would not be a matter of aſtoniſhment, that we ſhould 
be conſidered as a People, in a manner, unknown to the World, except what little 
Knowledge of us is communicated by Merchants, Seafaring Men, and a few Tra- 
vellers ; while all other, Nations of Europe have their Hiſtories to inform their own 


People, as well as Foreigners, what they were and what they are. Mr. Langue. 


an Freſaqy (3) bath furniſhed. the World with a large Catalogue of Hiſtorians of 
every Nation in Europe, nay in Aſia, Africa, and Ameriga. Among theſe. how few 
does he mention for Ireland, even as to particular Periods ? But in relation to gene- 
ral Hiſtorians he takes notice only of two, namely Mr. Flaberty's ge for the 


times preceding the Conqueſt (of which before in the laſt Section) and Sir Richard 
Cox tor thole ſince that Period. It is to be feared(he is not far fromm the Mark.. 
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144 Eſay on the Improvement of the Hiſtory of Ireland. 
© How far Sir Richard Cox deſerves the Character of a general Hiſtorian muſt be 

ſubmitted to thoſe who have taken the Pains of peruſing him: Though Mr. Freſ- 
noy, or his Tranflator (who hath interpolated the Work with various undiſtinguiſhed 
additions of his own) tells us drily, that the Book is eſteemed ; yet judicious 
Writers have looked on Sir Richard only in the light of an Annalift, who at a par- 

ticular critical Time puſhed the Work (⁊) a little too forward, and in too looſe a 
Dreſs into the World. Indeed it muſt be confeſſed we have not in him what may 
be called a General Hiſtory of Ireland, nor what can give perfect Satisfaction to a 
Reader. There are vaſt Chaſms in ſeveral of the Reigns he has undertaken, which 
might have been well filled up from the Offices of Record in this Kingdom: But he 
had not the Opportunity of conſulting them, as he compiled his Hiſtory in another 
Nation, at a time when this was in a Combuſtion, Nevertheleſs he has furniſhed 
the World with ſome good Materials out of the Lambeth Library. | 
Me have two other Pieces, called Hiſtories of Ireland, namely, Edmond Cam- 
ion, who gives a very flight Account both of the antient Hiſtory thereot, and of 
the Engliſh Period as far as the end of Sir Henry Sidney's Government in 1 571, 
and Meredith Hanmer, who likewiſe couples the antient and more modern Periods, 
which laſt he carries down no lower than the Year 1284; but they are further 
continued by a very poor Chronicle of Hexry Marlburrough to the Year 1421. 
Theſe two Pieces, together with Spencer*s View of Ireland, in which are many excel- 
tent Materials, were publiſhed in a ſmall Folio in the Year 1633 by Sir James Ware, 
and put under the Patronage of the Lord Deputy Wentworth, with the fame Inten- 
tion that I now offer theſe Collections to your Lordſhip's Protection, in hopes to 
excite others to make the Publick acquainted with thoſe ſcattered remains of the 
Hiſtory of this Country, which will help tc fill up ſeveral Chaſms in it. We are 
told by the fame worthy Knight (2) ** that Sir James Ley, Lord Chief Juſtice 
« of Ireland ( afterwards. Lord Treaſurer of England, and Earl of Marle- 
* bþurgh) had cauſed to be tranſcribed and fitted for the Preſs the Annals of Fryar 
« Clynne, thoſe of the Priory of St. John the Evangeliſt of Kilkenny, as well as the 
« Annals of Multifernan, Roſſe, and Clonmell, &c. but that his other weighty Oc- 
&« cafions diverted his Purpoſe.” He adds, that the Copies were at that time 
« preſerved, and that he hoped ere long, that they, with other Annals and Frag- 
« ments of the ſame Nature, would be divulged ;** a hint perhaps, that he himſelf 
intended to undertake the Task, which probably was prevented by the multiplicity 
of the Buſineſs of his Office of Auditor General, and the Rebellion, which broke 
out a few Years after, The Annals printed at the end of Camden were preſerved 
and communicated by the Lord Howard of Naworth. We may venture, my 
Lord, to take the judicious Publiſher's Word for it, “ that there is nothing extant 
«© more perfect in the kind, than thoſe Annals, ſince Giraldus Cambrenfis ; and that 
& the Contents of them give great light into the Iriſh Hiſtory ;** and he invites 
the Reader to communicate to him any thing he had more perfect. Thus, my 
Lord, we fee Gentlemen of great Rank and Reputation in England preſerving our 
Monuments, and forwarding them into light, while we our ſelves, whom it more 
immediately concerns, are ſupine and careleſs in that particular. The laſt mentioned 
Annals, publiſhed by Camden, are aſcribed (4) to Philip Flatisbury, who flouriſhed 
in the the Year 1517 ; but they were originally written (c) by Cbriſtopher Pembride, 
and abr HG] by Flatisbury, at the requeſt of the Earl of Kildare. © A Co 
of theſe 1 are in Manuſcript in the Library of the College of Dublin (d), bY 
man) particulars differing from the Copy uſed by Camden, which I thought proper 
to hint to the Induſtrious Hiſtoriaa ss. 1 

Thee fulleſt Annals we have of Feland, (though incompleat enough) next to thoſe 
before mettioned, may be found in the Eng Edition of Sir James Ware's Works 
publiſhed i the Year 1705; and though they are generalſy aſcribed" to the liſt 
mentioned Knight, yet it is manifeſt from the Texture thereof, that the part of them 
only from the Engliſb Invalion to the end of the Year 1201 bears his ſtamp; inſtead of 
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giving Satisfaction, they only ſhew: the Deſign of the Author to collect Adverſa- 
ria towards an Hiſtory of Ireland, which probably he had meditated, but which his 
Publick Employments would not afford him Leiſure to execute. From the Year 
1201, to the Death of Henry V. in 1421, they are meer Tranſcrips from the printed 
Chronicles of Haumer and Marleburg before Mentioned. The Remainder to the Death 
of Richard III. are collected from the various M. S. Annals of - Ireland, 

But the Annals of the higheſt Eſtimation we have relating to Ireland are thoſe of 
Henry VII. Henry VIII. Edward VI. and Queen Mary, written in Latin by Sir 


James Mare. The Annals of Henry VII. were firſt publiſhed in the Year 1658, 


and annexed to his Antiquities: - Thoſe of Henry VIII. came abroad in a fmall thin 
Edition in Octavo in the Year 1661; He afterwards in 1664 reviſed theſe two Pieces, 


and- publiſhed them, together with the Annals of Edward VI. and Queen Mary in 


a thin Folio Volume. It is manifeſt he intended to have continued his Labours to 
the end of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, and had: collected Materials to ſerve for 


that Period”; but he was prevented by Death the Year following. They were af- 


terwards reviſed and methodized by his Son Nobert Ware Eſq: and may be ſeen in 
the Engliſb Edition before mentioned. How they are deficient in the politure and 
exactneſs of Sir James's Pen may be eaſily perceived. The defects in the Reign of 


Queen Elizabeth are in ſome Meaſure ſupplied by the Life of Sir John Perrot, Lord | 


Deputy of Treland, and by the Pacata Hiberuia aſcribed to Sir George Carew, 
Lord Preſident of Munſter ; but theſe are only for ſhort Periods. I ſhall only bare- 
ly mention the Hiſtorical Collections made by Raphael Hollingſhed, and publiſhed in 
his ſecond Volume, this Eſſay being not intended as an Hiſtorical Library, which 
has been already excellently well written by Doctor Vicholſon, late Biſhop of Derry, to 
whom this Country is infinitely obliged for his pains in delineating the out- lines which 
an Hiſtorian of Ireland ought diligently to attend unto. I truſt, my Loxp, that 
the Pieces here now firſt publiſhed will be of ſome uſe to the Hiſtorians of this Coun- 
try in ſeveral Periods, but eſpecially thoſe relating to the Settlement of the fix eſcheated 
Counties in the Reign of King James I. which is the Foundation of our preſent 
Happineſs. If the Patentees and Undertakers of thoſe Lands had ſtrictly adhered 
to the Projects and Conditions laid down by that Monarch (which in theſe Collecti- 
ons may be ſeen) it would have been impracticable for the 1ri/o to have fomented and 
carried on the Rebellion of 1641 with ſuch dire immanity, as is deſcribed by our 
iſtorians ; and it is pretty plain, that to root out thoſe; Plantations (which they 
ew muſt end in the Eſtablſhment of an Engliſß Intereſt through the Kingdom, 
and conſequently. in the Diminution of their fond hopes of being reſtored to their 
antient Power) was none of the meaneſt Cauſes of their infamous attempts. 
I have annexed, my Lord, to Pymar's Survey a Letter written by Sir Thomas 
Pbilips of Limyvady to King Charles I. without Date, from whence appears the 
miſerable manner in which the Landoners performed their Undertaking, in planting 
the County of Londonderry. T his Letter is in the front of a Folio Volume writ- 
ten in Manuſcript by the ſaid Sir T mat, upon the whole progreſs of that Plantation; 
wherein he ſets forth the Frauds and avaritious Dealings of the Undertakers, and in 
a manner foretells the Ruin of the Vorih by ſome after Rebellion, as actually came 
to paſs in 1641. This Volume, (which may ſerve asc4 guſt Commentary on the 
aforeſaid Survey, as to the County of Bondo Nas communicated to me 


by the Reverend Doctor Foln Wynne, à Ferſon always ready to forward any Un- 


dertaking relating to the welfare of his Country. The whole Book is worthy of

ſent Collection meets with a favourable Reception. I fancy that your Lordſhip, 
from the love you bear to this Country, would not think much of depreciating the 


value of your Manuſcript, by ſuffering it to go abroad. But of this your Lordſhi 


is the beſt Judge, and muſt be the Director. A Copy of the ſame Collections wit 
your Lordſhip's is in the Hands of the Right Reverend the preſent Lord Biſhop of 


Alber, who Profeſſes he is not fond of conſidering as a private Treafure what may 


ſerve to fill up the Penus Hiſtoricus tending to the Embelliſhment of any ſingle Pe- 
-riod of Lib Affairs. But I would not without your mutual Conſents do any 
thing to detract from the value of either of your Properties. n 
What 1 have hitherto hinted, my Lon p, relates chiefly to the helps to be had in 
Print; and even there I have been Defectiwe, eſpecially in the times preceding 
the Rebellion of 1641, and during the Progreſs of it, which latter Period is rende- 
red amazingly Intricate by the writings of Hiſtorians of different Patties and 
Intereſts, ſome making it a moſt hideous Rebellion, and others palliating it into a 
neceſſary civil Reſiſtance. I ſhall not in this Place take upon me to decide the Queſ- 
tion; but ſhall only point out ſuch Writers who have handled the Suhject. Previ- 
ous to the Rebellion are the two publiſhed Volumes of Letters to and from the 
Lord Mentworth, afterwards Earl of Srrafford, chiet Governour of Ire/and. Alſo 
ſome part of Mr. Carte's Lite ot the Duke of Ormond will be a help to thoſe times, 
as the whole will be to the Courſe of the Rebellion, and afterwards through the 
intire Reign of King Charles II. This Writer, it muſt be confeſſed, has met with 
the hard Fate of pleaſing neither Party; while the Papiſts think he has bore too ſevere 
upon them, and the Proteſtants are of Opinion he has favoured the Popiſh Cauſe 
too much. Perhaps both Cenfures may be true conſidered in the different parts of 


his Work. I would venture indeed to adviſe the Reader to turn his Sheets over 


with ſome degree of Caution, and not implicitely to believe without due Examinati- 
on. The great Collection of Letters written to and by the Marquiſs of Clanrick- 
ard, an active Minifter in thoſe times, which are in your Lordſhips Hands yet un- 
publiſhed, may poſlibly contribute to unravell the difficulties of this Period; and as 
he was in his Religious Profeſſion a Roman Catholick, the Party on that Side the 
Queſtion cannot well refuſe his Evidence: But of this I can ſay nothing with cer- 
tamty, having never had the Pleaſure of peruſing that Collection. 1 ſhall only 
barely Mention the Names of the Writers who have treated on the Affairs of thoſe 
diſmal Times. On the Popiſh Side were Philip O. Sullevan, Peter Walſb, Mr. 
Beling, Friar Paul King, the Earl of Caſtlabaven, the Earl of Clanrictard, Jabn 
Ponce; Nicholas French, Redmond Caron, and others, and thoſe, it muſt be confeſſed, 
ate very far from agreeing among themſelves. On the Proteſtant Party are Sir 


Jyobn Temple, the Earl of Clarendon, Doctor Edmund Borlaſe, the Earl of Angleſey's

hut above all things 1 would recommend to Gur Hiſtorians! to conſult the Libra- 
ries of the College, and of Archbiſhop Marſh at St. Sepulchres, Dublin, in both 


which may be ſeen Manuſcripts of good Value releating to ſeveral Periods; and by 


no means let him omit to look carefully into thirty two Volumes in Folio, and an 
Index Volume to the whole, in the firſt of theſe Repoſitories, in which he will find 
the Original Depoſitions taken upou Oath, as well by virtue of Commiſſions, as 
by the Privy Council, and by the ordinary Magiſtracy, of the ſeveral Maſſacres, Plun- 
derings, and Violences, committed by the /rifþ on the Proteſtants during the Re- 
bellion, which will help to clear up the impudent Aſſertions of the Popiſh Writers 
upon that Event, and particularly of the Prefacer to the Lord Clanriccard*s Memoirs. 
For the Preſervation of theſe Collections the World is indebted to Doctor Sterns, 
late Lord Biſhop of Clagber. who depoſited them in the College for perpetual ſafety. 
I was once in hopes of ſeeing: the moſt flagrant inſtances of thoſe inhuman Barbati- 
ties ſelected and made Publick by the venerable Body to whom they belong; what 
hath hindered the ſame from being done, I cannot ſay; but thus far, my Lonp, I

But the falſity of this pretence is notorious to Mankind; for the Slaughter at that

It is therefore neceſſary, my Lord, for an Hiſtorian to be well acquainted with theſe 
Depoſitions, in which he will find many Hiſtorical Facts not taken notice of by any 
Writer, and the rather, for that the Exiſtence of ſuch Depoſitions is called in Queſ- 


tion by the Writer of a Scurrilous Pamphlet called the Impartial Examiner, pub- 


liſhed during the late Rebellion in Scotland, with what view is viſible enough. Nei- 
ther ought the Journals of the two Houſes of Parliament be paſſed over unregar- 
ded, nor a private Library in the College founded and endowed by Sir Ferom Alex- 


ander be omitted to be viſited, in which the Hiſtorian will find ſeveral Collections 


in Manuſcript worthy of his Notice.

events of that Reign, too Numerous; and of too little Importance to be named, 


and except Mr. Carte before taken notice of. - The ' ſubſequent. Reign, as it 


was an open Invaſion on the Liberties, Religion, and properties of the Pro- 
teſtants of Ireland, has been amply and truly ſet forth by Archbiſhop Xing, 
and the Military Parts thereof by Doctor George Story, Several have writ- 


ten the Life of our glorious Deliverer, King William; but all of them have 


touched very ſparingly on the Affairs of Ireland during his Reign, except a late 


Life of that Monarch publiſhed laſt Year ; and even that too hath been maimed and 


_ caſtrated in numerous Particulars from the Copy furniſhed by the Writer of it, in 
order to bring it within a certain Compaſs neceſſary for the Bookſeller's view, who 

ubliſhed it at his own Charges. I ſpeak this with confidence, my Lon, becauſe 

was the Author of it, which Circumſtance I in vain endeavoured to conceal, the 
Bookſeller having blabbed it to his Acquaintance, who communicated it to others ; 
and fo I became as well known for the Author, as if I had put my Name to it, 
which he' alſo took care to do, without conſulting me, in an Edition publiſhed of it 
in London. Being thus abuſed, and my Piece defamed by caftrations and other- 


wiſe, I am laid under a Neceſſity, for my own Vindication, of publiſhing A new 
Life of King WILLIAM, to which I am alſo importuned by great Numbers of 


Gentlemen of Rank and Diſtinction. This Life, my Lord, written upon a dif- 
ferent modell from the former, ſhall be much tuller of Li Affairs than the 
_ caſtrated Edition, even though it had been publiſhed intire; and I intend to add to 
it not only Notes of Reference, and Plans of the ſeveral Sieges and Battles that 


happened during the active Period of the Wars in this Kingdom, but alſo an Ap- 


pendix of Original Papers in proof of ſeveral material Paſſages advanced in it, many 
of which have never yet been publiſhed ; and this I intend to ſet out in Folio or 
Quarto, as Occaſion ſhall require, in a Letter, and upon a Paper, worthy of ſuch a 
Subject, or at leaſt upon the beſt printing Paper that can be purchaſed, 
none of the beautiful Genoa being now to be had in the Kingdom ; and this, my 
Lok, I hope will help to fill up a very buſy as well as uſeful Period. Though 


the World has juſt Reaſon to be tired of ſubſcribing to Books from the many failu es 


that have happened by the Frauds of deſigning Propoſers, who have taken Gentle- 
men's Money, and never pfoceeded further, or have, after Publication, ſold their 
Books at a Price under their Propoſals; yet I truſt, my Loxd, this vile Practice 


can never be objected to me, and I challenge Mankind to point out where I failed 
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may venture to affirm, that it is full time ſuch Depoſitions were publiſhed, fince the 

Triſþ Papiſts have in many tracts ſent abroad in Forreign Countries maintained, that 

the Angliſß were the Aggreſſors in that War, and one R. S. in a Collection of

in any Propoſal, or any one Inſtance wherein I. did not ſell at an advanced Price to 
non-Subſcnibers, except to one ſingle Perſon, which under ſome delicate Circum- 
ſtances he extorted from me. I intend therefore to publiſh, this mentioned Life by 
Subſcription, and mall ſoon iſſue Propoſals for that end: For in truth, my Load, 
a Gentleman eannot venture to ſend abroad any thing, how valuable ſoever, upon

other Terms, without riſquing a ſhare of his Fortune. The Bookſellers are the 


oſeſſed Enemies of all Gentlemen, who deal in this Way, and think them Inter- 
opers in the profits of their Trade, unleſs they are content to take the Fame, 
and give all the Advantages to them. By a ſignificant ſhryg, and a grin and a Sneer 
peculiar to them, they condemn all Works that do not paſs into the World under 
their Hands: From them the Poiſon diffuſeth into Coffee-Houſes, and other Places of 
Publick reſort, and an Author, who means well, is torn to Pieces behind his Back, 
even without having his Book read. I know them well both Inſide and Outſide, 
intus et in Cute; but I am aſtoniſhed that Gentlemen ſhonld propagate the Opinions 
of ſuch whole ſale Criticks, who have juſt Learning enough to read what is written on 
the Labels of their Books, 1 make my proteſt therefore againſt all ſuch Cenſurers; 
though at the ſame time I muſt, in juſtice to his Character, except out of this Charge 
Mr. Faulkner, who is more open in his Dealing, and, perhaps, a very few others, 
whom I know little of, further than by Reputation. 6 
This, my Lord, is no mean Diſcouragement to a Perſon who would attempt to 
ſet the Hiſtory of his Country in a due Frame; but it is not the only one. There 
are to be found Gentlemen of Figure in the World, who, out of a vain Ambition 
of being thought Men of Importance in the Commonwealth of Letters, how little 
qualified ſoever, will depreciate every thing that comes abroad, even without under- 
ſtanding the Subject, or perhaps reading the Book, If they are challenged, to point 
out the Defects or Errors, they will either involve themſelves in general Allegations, 
from which no certain Concluſion can be drawn, or pitch upon fome frivolous To- 
pick, which is of no Conſequence whether right or wrong. An Inſtance of this, 
my Lord, hath happened within the current Year, which can be compared to no- 
thing better than to the Practice of an 1riſþ Judge in the unreformed times, who 
uſed to paſs Sentence without attending to, and ſometimes without hearing the Evi- 
dence. But I ſhall leave thoſe Calumniators to the Conviction of their own Minds, 
and deſire them only to read over the ninth Article of the Decalogue, and to conſi- 
der, whether their Practice comes within the Prohibition thereof. If the Cap fits any 
body, he is welcome to wear it. I ſhall now reſume ſomething more material than 
the Conſideration of ſuch Triflers. fg ; 

I have reſerved, my Lox, for the laſt point the main Matters that muſt help 
the defects in the Iriſb Hiſtory to full purpoſe; and yet in theſe we ſhall find fome few 
Chaſms that are now only to be lamented. It is obvious to Mankind, that the Re- 
cords of Nations muſt be the main Baſis and Foundation upon which the Hiſtory of 
thoſe Nations ought to be Built; yet few have conſidered the Importance ot the 
Records of this Kingdom to the ſame end. I ſpeak it, my Lorp, from experience, 
that infinite are the Hiſtorical helps to be met with in the Rolls Office, that of the 
Auditor Generall, Birmingham Tower, and other Repoſitories of Records in this 
City. The Iriþ before the Engliſh Conqueſt had no regular Syſtem of Laws or 
Government, nor the benefit of Offices of Record for the Cuſtody of the Material 
Tranſactions of State; and that poſſibly may be one good Reaſon why the Hiſtory 
of thoſe unſettled Times are ſo dark and wretched. Have we greatly mended the 
matter by all the benefits that they wanted? I think not; unleſs we may except the 
Collections concerning 1riſþ Affairs from the Tower of London intermixed in the ſe- 
veral Volumes of Rymer, Pryn, and a few others. To attempt an Hiſtory of Ire- 
land to any advantage a Writer muſt be at the Pains of conſulting the Records of it; 
otherwiſe he muſt riſque his Reputation by building on the Performances of others, 
and cannot properly be called an Hiſtorian, hut a Copyiſt or Tranſcriber, with ſome 
advantage, perhaps, of Language and Method. What the Labours of Mr. Rymer 
have produced in an Hiſtorical way hath been hinted before; and from the like fund 

of Materials ſome Hiſtorian, hereafter may ariſe to do credit to Ireland. 
I have long ſince begun to make Collections aut of the Records of this Kingdom 
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any ſingle Hand, though the moſt Induſtrious, and more oſpecmilly for one far ad- 
vanged in Life. Such a Perſon ſhould have the help of ſore experienced: Clerks to 
aſſiſt his Labours, and Tranſcribe under his Direction, which would bring the Mat- 
ter to à point in a very ſew Fears. Such Encau was t worth the 
while in the neighbouring Kingdom; whither it would be fo in this muſt be ſubmit- 
ted to the Conſideration of thaſe in Power. My Plan, my Lord, wis, firſt, to 
Tranſeribe and Methoqine in a Chronological Series all Records relating to Ireland, 
which are to be ſoumd in the twenty Volumes of Mr. Rymer, in the ſeveral laborious 
Collections of Mr. Hryn, (Bdoks which att hardly to be purchaſed with Money) in 
Doctor. Millins, Spuiman, Reih, the Decretal Epiſtles: of Pope Innocent the third, 
- and Some! ethers. Theſe, my Lonn, I have :compleatly ranſacked. and digeſted, 
and have added to them many hundreds of Hiſtorical Records from the Ralls Of- 
. fice, and Birmingham Tower. I intend to proceed in the like Labours as far as my 
other neceſſary Avocations will permit; butt as I canrwut hope ſingly to finiſh my pro- 
jected Deſign during the remains of a far ſpent Life, I promiſe your Lordſhip I 
will leave my Collections in ſuch Hands, & they may be of uſe to the Publick, and 
help to ſhorten the Journey of ſome future Hiſtorian. This is all the way I have 
to teſtify my love to a Country, which hath given me Birth, © 1 
It is to be lamented, my Lord, that wedave not a perfect Chain of Records ex- 
177 all the ſeveral Periods of the Engliſh Government, occaſioned partly 
by thedecays of time, pattly by the negligence of Officers, and the bad Condition of 
Repoſtories /in antient Days; and partly By the Caſualties from Fire. Of Accidents of 
this laſt kind there is to be ſeen an antient Memorandum in Latin: enrolled in the 
Chancery Office Anno 2. Edw. II. to this effect. Memorandum, that ali the Rolls 
** of the Chancery of Ireland, were in the time of Maſter 7 hemas Cantock, Chan- 
cellor of Ireland, to the 28th Year of King Edward, Son to King Henry 
* the HI. deſtroyed by an accidental Fire in the Abby of the Blefled Virgin M/ 
near Dublin, at the time when that Abbey was burnt down; except two Rolls * 
ff the ſame Year, which were delivered to Maſter Malter de . Thornbury by the | 
„King's Writ.“ The two Rolls here mentioned to be preſerved are, I think, yet 
remaining, and endorſed, Aniiquifſime litere Patentes, containing many uſeful mat- 
ters. This Loſs, my Lord, is a Maim to the Hiſtory'ot Ireland during the early 
Times of the Engliſh Government, namely, from the Year 1172, to the Year 1300 
comprehending the ſpace of 128 Years. Let this Loſs is in ſome meaſure ſupplied 
(1 will not ſay perfectly) partly by Maurice Regan, whoſe Fragment is here publiſh- 
ed, partly by Giraldus Cambren/is, and the Abbot Benedi#, three Writers contempo- 
rary with the Actions they relate, and by ſome Manuſcript Annals in being; but 
more -amply by the Collections made out of the Tower of London by Pryn 
and Rymer, and by Baluzius's Edition of the decretal Epiſtles of Pope Innocent 
the HI. To which may he added, ſome Pieces in the Manuſcripts intitled, Crede 
mibi, Alan's Regiſtry, and the black Book of Chriſt-Church. | 
Another Chaſm in the Chancery Office is in the times of King Hemy VIII. du- 
ring the firſt twenty Years of whoſe Reign there is but one Roll of the ſixth re- 
maning, and chat of ue great conferuence; How this ſhould happen is to me in- 
conceivable. But his Reign is pretty accurately written by Sir James Ware, and ſome 
Pieces relating to it may be found in Rymer. For this, and all other Periods of the 
Engliſb Hiſtory of Ireland, t he accurate Hiſtorian muſt by all means conſult the a 
Lombeth Library, where he will find infinite matter in Indentures of Peace between 
the Chief Governors of Jreland, and many of the Irifþ Potentates in divers Ages, 
as alſo in Letters, Petitions, Orders, Inſtructions, Journals, Acts of Council, Sub- | 
miſſions, Inquiſitions, and infinite numbers of other Particulars down to the Reign gf . 
King James the Firſt, the Catalogue of which alone would. take up a Volume 
Neither muſt he omit to viſit the Badleian and Cotton Libraries, in both which he w 
ind plentiful Materials.
